He has late- 
lysent forth broadeast an incendiary docu- 
ment entitled **The Irsh national land move- 
ment; appeal to the Trish race for its sustain- 
ment.’*’ -Heaimstosecure by such violent 
means the ownership to the Lrish of the land 
they cultivate. There can be no «question 
concerning the success of this movement, and 
allwho bave an interest in the case look 
forward to the enormous injury it 
will bring upon Ireland. The 
pamphiet is extravagant in statement and 
thoroughly impracticable. It makes mention 
of the products of American agriculture as 
having something to do with the alleged dis- 
tress, but only to give point to the attacks on 
rent... it makesa great deal of “American 
products made from free lands, while ‘*in 
lreinnd almostall the evils under which the 
people suffer are referable toa land svstem 
antagonistic to the first 
principles of justice and fair vovern- 
ment.’? He makes the following strained as- 
serticn: **Landjordism, founded as an insti- 


tution of systematic partiality, has proven it- 
self but too true to the spirit of its origin, by 
recucing all who are dependent on, but un- 
protected by the ownership of the soil. toa 
degraded, semi-mendicant existence.”? While 
that statement was true to some extent in the 
past. it is nottrue now. In 1878 there were 
o.0.299 separate farm-holdings in Lreland; of 
these 491,°62 were between one and fifty acres, 
white 280.642 were between one and tifteen. 
The trouble is these small holdings e rn’t 
compete with the -large. And,. as it. was 
stated in an editorial in the Scotsman the 
other day, itis the clinging to these small 
plots of land which has reduced the cultirya- 
tionto what Mr. Parnell e tlis ‘ta degraded 
semi-mendicant existence,’* and this exist- 
ence will improve only as they grow larger. 
Mr. Parne wt. who is trying to make the 
present tenants of these smal hold- 
ings the owners, will check this enlargement. 
lie calls upon them to refuse to pay the rent 
of the landlord who will not take what they 
choose to give. That he is instituting a strike 
against rent may be seen from "the fol- 
lowing clause: **‘An organized development 
of earnestness and a resolute attitude 
on the part of the 600,000 landless farm- 
ers of Iretand, as well as those whose daily 
bread depends on the prosperity of their 
fatherland,’’ ete., ete. Theend of this re- 
volt can be easily foreseen. Those who refuse 
to pav rent will be ejected. and it is then they 
will discover how helpless Mr. Parnell is to 
assistthem. ‘This agitation is mostly contined 
to the north of Ireland. The landlords 
are frequently granting reasonable re- 
ductions all the way from WW to » 
per cent. But the hopeful phase of the matter 
is that these wild and reckless schemes are 
discountenanced by the mederate section of 
Home Rulers. But,as winter hastens on apace, 
grave forebodings are in the minds of all who 
desire peace and prosperity to the country.

Renan Breaking Images at Pompeii—Zo- 
la’s Experiment—How His New- 
est and Nastiest Story 
is Advertised.

Pakis, October 18, I870.—Monsieur Renan, 
Who goes every year to Italv to escape the fogs 
as Well as the secial pressure of Paris, and 
who finds leisure, in his tranquil retreat at 
Sorrento, to write an letter to a 
newspaper, bas given us a charming account 
of the eighteenth centenary of the destruction 
of Pompeii—centenary which occurred in the 
closing days of September. Out of this strange 
celebration of the terrible event which hap- 
pened in the autumn of 1879, the noted 
Orientalist has drawn a number of cu- 


ridVess, refiections. Hie affirms that the 
theory that tbe greater part of Pom- 
peii perished by fire is no longer admissible. 
but believes that underneath the layer of 
ashes which the angry volcano vomited will 
yet be found other quarters of the buried 
citv, and art treasures of inestimable value. 
He also takes occasion to destroy the famous 
legend of the faithful soldier who died rather 
than desert his post atthe gate of the city. 
The modern explorer of Pompeii having 
long ago given up this story, and decided 
from certain signs upon the body supposed 
to have been the heroic sentinel, that it i 
more likely that of athief or a slave. 
recalls to M. Renan’s mind the injustice 
the world, as instanced in the case of the un- 
lucky wretch who, on the 25th of May, IS71, 
was taken for bBillioray and «hot, while the 
real Billioray got off with e xportation to New 

Caledonia.

MORE THAN A CENTENARIAN. 


A Woman Who Lived a Century and | 


Two Years Over. 
{From the New York Times. } 

Mrs. Sarah Thompson died on Thursday.in 
ber residence, No. 1% Prince street, in the 
one hundred and second year of her age. Ac- 
cording toafrecordinan old family Bible, 
Mrs. Thompson was born in Ireland, on 
August 11, 1778. She emigrated to this coun- 
try eighty-one years ogo, and became house- 
keeper in the home of an uncle, who was then 
the occupant of No. 71 Greenwich street. At 
that time the limits of the city proper did n»t 
extend beyond Canal street, and up 
to the day of her death Mrs. 


Thompson could give a minute description of 
the “Pond’’ in that neighborhood anid Its 
>urroundings. Several vears after her arrival 
she married Robert Thompson, who was ten 
vears her junior, and by whom she had _ tive 
children, two of whom are still living. Her 
eldest son, Isaae Thompson, now in his sixtv- 


third year, Was somewhat wild in his earlier 


days, and had not got beyond his teens when 
he left his home to seek adventures in Texan 
wilds. On returning to civilization, 
he found that his parents had removed to 
Schoharie eounty, where 
years they confined their 
farming. 
crops, they returned to the city. Here, 
bv untiring industry and the strictest econo- 
my, Mrs. Thompson gradually increased their 
means, fromtime to time purchasing real 
estate, whiclr now stands in her name, and is 
estimated to be worth about $50,000. Her heirs 
are herson Isaac, who lives in Seventh ave- 
nue; her son Robert, a resident of California, 
anda large number of grandchildren and 
vreat-grandchildren. A remarkable circum- 
stance connected with the later years of tiis 
extremely aged woman was her full possession 
of all her faculties up to the day of her death. 
Until recently she not only personally man- 
ageu her business affairs, but also. visited ber 
tenants atthe end of each month 
purpose of collecting her rents.

The aver- 
age weights wiilvary but slightlv, compared 
with last vear, being probably a little lighter. 
Forthe twelve months ended October 31, the 
pac Ke has reached 11,360,000, an increase 
cf 1,475,000 over the previous year.
